are evacuated by the Feet: And laſtly, 
as Time is required to concoct the crude 
Humours in a Fever, fo as they may be 
lafely thrown out of the Body, fo it

pears; that there is but a ſmall Gradation, 
ween the one Diſeaſe and the other; 
and that the Gout is a middle State be- 
twixk a Rheumatiſm and a Stone; and 
that conſequently the Humours in the. 
Gour are more ſharp and putrid-than 
in aRheumatiſm ; and that in a Stone, 
the aqueous, ſaline, and oily Particles 
conſtituting a Rheumatiſm, muſt be ex- 
haled in a great degree. me ne BY 
As for a Rheumatiſm, it ſeldom or 
neverendangers Life; but by its Length 
and Violence of Pain, it gives great Un-

As for the Gout, in young Boys, the 
moderate Uſe of Wine, Meats, and Ve- 
nery, prote& them from this Enemy ; 
fince a calm Mind, lax Veſſels, and want 
of Semen, render all ſerene and ſedate; 
and the ſame Reaſons hold good in Girls 
and Eunuchs. But in Viragoes, we often

It principally attacks the Ligaments,

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as drink the ſmaller and French Wines 
for Experience ſhews us, that the gritty 
and acid Particles contain'd in the lat- 
ter, are the immediate Parent: of the 
Gout ; whereas ſmooth Wines are free 
from ſuch noxious Corpuſcles. 
As for the Stone, this Diſorder in the 
common way is: {ſeldom cured in old 
People: It is a Diſeaſe moſt difficult to 
be rooted out, and eſpecially if Here- 
ditary. The Stone of the Bladder is 
more difficult to be cured chan that of the 
Kidneys. Women are eaſily remedied, 
if it be in the Bladder.

The Indications 
vary, as the Phyfician ſees good to miti- 
gate the Symptoms, or root out the Dif- 
eaſe : If the former be his Aim, then his 
Deſign is to ſheathe the Acuteneſs of the 
Morbifick Particles ſticking in the Place 
affected, to appeaſe the Senſe of Pain, 
or to diſperſe the Ailment itfelf from the 
Part it fixes upon. It the latter be his 
Intention, all thoſe things which were 
done in the former Cale, are alſo to 
be done here; and moreover, the Hu- 
mours muſt be reduced to a natural State. 
Our Enquiries into the Cauſe of this 
Diſeaſe have inform'd us, that the of- 
fending Matter is endued with an acid 
and fermenting Acrimony.
